The idea that we are not alone in the universe and that one day life from another world will 
pa; us a visit is one of the most popular and recurrant thoughts we numans endulge in. Prom 
legendary philosophers to great writers, all have offered their opinions on the subject and over 
the course of time it seems certain ideas and cliches have fixed, and it is these the worlds of 
science-fiction/horror films and literature have created. Take fcr example H.G.Well's classic 
novel WAR OF TIE WORLDS, it was an early depictor that alien lifeforras might not be friendly, 
and when many years later the infamous radio broadcast that emptied a city took place here was 
the ultimate example of raedia-fed paranoia. The world of fictional alien encounters (putting 
aside row the many claims by people that they've seen little green ,uen in flying saucers etc) 
particularly in films reached its peak in the 1950s, a decade when the cold war between East 
and West was at its most dangerous, and it was exactly this paranoia that was the fuel for 
an endless stream of productions featuring alien (Communist?) invaders on the good old USA's 
home soil. 

The 50s heyday created many and varied films, classics of genre cinema such as INVASION OF 
THE if SNATCHERS; WAR OF THE WORLDS; INVADERS FROM MARS; FORBIDDEN FLANET; THIS ISLAND EARTH 
etc to zero budget turkeys, including most of the famous ones, such as PLAN 9 FROM OUTER SPACE; 
ROBOT KUNSTERj INVASION OF THE SAUCER* MEN and manj more. But all good things come to an end as 

much an too little a time, and as international tension eased somewhat, audienceB no longer 

Throughout the^afcOs and 70s a few icw^key monster movies surfaced on the drive-in curcuits 
but the sub-genre as a whole just was'nt alive and kicking. Then of course came the STAR WARS 
boom, science-fiction became fashionable again, but how could cheap, mostly independent films 
compete with such mega-budgets of George Lucas and his new generation of 'movie brat' directors? 
Another nail was forcefully nailed into the coffin when some bloke named Steven Spielberg 
decided it might be a good idea if cute, friendly aliens payed us a vieit, as a result he was 
given the honour of helming two of the most successful movies of all time, namely E.T. and 
CLOSE ENCOUNTERS OF THE THIRD KIND. 

So where does that leave the mallevollant alien in today's commercial hard times? As Chas 
Baiun put it in Mb book Horror Holocaust, "Whatever happened to all the groovy creatures from 
outer space that land unexpectedly in your backyard and bite your ass off?" Well friends, look 
and ye snail find, for those groovy creatures are still out there, perhaps no longer trying to 
dominate the whole planet, but still ambitious enough to cause a major affray in some obscure 
backwcMs community. 

There have beer, very few big budget, majcr studio productions in recent years, Lhose that 




) 
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there have been have tended to be friendly visitor type productions, such as CCCOON; HOWARD A 
KEW BREED OP HERO; STARMAN etc. All oi which were line in their respective field, but did'nt 
exactly satisfy the needs of the deep space gorehound or inter-galactic chill-seeker. Fortunate 
ly though, John Carpenter, director of STARMAN, haa previously had the sense to helm a new 
version of the 50s classic THE THING. Carpenter's re-make actually reverted back to the orig- 
inal source material for the previous THING adaptation, namely John W Campbell jr's story 
'Who goes there?' 'Telling of the invasion of a remote Antarctic research station by a nasty 
shape-shifting alien, the film was full of suspense and intense atmosphere, not to mention 
those famous effects by Rco Bottin and crew, it is thought the movie's incredible gore effects 
kept the audiences away which resulted in THE THING being a box-office flop, which is a shame 
because the movie was one of the most stylish and intelligent of the 60s, bettering the orig- 



inal by a long way. 

In the last few years, it has been Canon who have been putting the most money into the market 
and one must say some misjudged faith in director Tobe Hooper. Their two entries have been 
LIEEFORCE and the re-make of INVADERS FROM MARS. Taking them in order, L1SEFCRCE adapted from 
Colin Wilson's apocalyptical novel SPACE VAMPIRES, is quite simply awful. A total waste of the 
reported 22 million dollars it cost to make, this morbid and at times painfully boring exercise 
in tedium and brainless film-making tells of a group of vampire aliens who pop cut from a huge 
spacecraft in the tail of Halley's Comet, land in London am suck the lifeforce from the surr- 
ounding populace. The iinal effects laden destruction was admittedly well done but the farcical 
script and appaulling mid action make this film very deserving of a title it was given: 

PLAN 10 FROM OUTER SPACE! INVADERS FR® MAES was much better, only because it was a virtual 
carbon copy of William Cameron Menzie's original, hence all that needed doing was an updating. 
Stan (ALIENS) Winston's martians were the stars of the show, and all in all INVADERS stands 
as fun but unimportant fare. 

Another 50s classic INVASION CF THE £CD YSNATCHERS , also suffered the indignity of a re-make 
the result here being pretty poor but saved on the whole by a strong cast and nice effects, 
but as ever the 60s concession for gore and shocks lost all the impact and suspense generated 
by Don Siegel's original. 

It is well worth remembering that the majority of the now famed oldies were low buiget inde- 
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GOINGS ON IN THE WORLD OF 
FRIGHTFUL ENTERTAINMENT. 


NO doubt about the best news of late in ay 
opinion, and that is the impending sequel to 
one of my all-time faves PHANTASM, cult Can- 
adian director Don Coscarelli helms it I'm 
pleased to say. 

No sooner do we mention Gary Sherman in last 

POLTERGEIST III, see what a nantion°itf WHIP- 
LASH SMILE can do! The same director also 
made DEAD AND BURIED and DEATHLINE (recently 
screened on tv) so this should (hopefully) be 
a grittier sequel. And those follow-upe keep 
on coming, on the way are MIDNIGHT 2, SILENT 
NIGHT DEADLY NIGHT 2 (already out Stateside , 
and apparently little more than a re-working 
or rather re-treading of the original, which 
we still wait to see in the UK- keep a look 
out in our 'Splatter Spot'.), RETURN OF THE LIVING DEAD 2 and a projected lollow on to KINGDOM 
OF THE SPIDERS, the original of which starred William Shatner. 

TEXAS CHAINSAW MASSACRE 2, another sequel lest you had'nt noticed will now never be released 
in the UK (until we grow out of our current Victorian trends at least), but check out the 
next issue, we'll tell you exactly what all the fuss is about. ... .ELM STREET 3 has finally 
surfaced, minus a very slight censorship compromise and believe me, it is great! Robert Englund 
the real star of the series of course now plans on directing his own horror, entitled HQRRCR- 

SCOFE, apparently a tale of devilish phone-calls. Gunner Hansen, another famous name from 

the realms of cinematic psychopaths (He being the original Leatherface) is back in action, in 
a wonderfully titled gem name of CHAINSAW HOCKERS, now how's that for typecasting? And with a 
title like that it'll probably come as no surprise to learn it is yet another Fred Clen Ray 
production- does this man never sleep? Another rabble who are nothing if not prolific are the 
Dinos, the latest epics on the Italian bandwagon number PAGANINI HORROR from Luigi Cozzi , 
DEMONS 2 from Lamberto Bava (credit where due, or should that be blame where due?) has just 
arrived on Avatar video and they also have the rights to his newie GRAVEYARD DISTURBANCE, a 
haunted house yam with hidden treasure at the core.Huggero Deodato who has recently had his 
movie THE BARBARIANS released on the continent, forges forward with SQIJILIBRIO (?) which stars 
(surprise, surprise) Donald Pleasance. 

Charles Band's EMPIRE outfit who themselves shoot most of their stuff in Italy (tenuous link 
there) have a busy schedule as ever. GHOULIES 2 is now available through EV, set in a fun- 
fair this time and with a title track by W.A.S.P. who also appeared in Band's RAGEWAR. CELLAR 
DWELLER (pictured above) is also a forthcoming release from EV. Stuart Gordon has had his name 
associated with so many Empire productions it is difficult to know which are fact and which 
fiction, though DOLLS is definitely one of 'em, we'll review it next issue. Gordon has also 
completed THE EVIL CLERGYMAN which is another Lovecraft adaptation this time with a psychotic 
David Warner terrorizing Barbara Crampton (lucky David!). THE CALLER, yet another Empire film 
is pretty much along the same lines but the lead roles are taken by Madolyn Siith and Malcolm 
McDowell. 

Stan Winston must surely be amongst the busiest of Hollywood's effects men, in recent times 
he has given us ALIENS, INVADERS FROM MARS a PREDATOR and now a MONSTER SQUAD . This also being 
the title of the new movie from Fred Dekker, who brought us NIGHT OF THE CREEPS, this one 
throws in not just one monster, but all the famous Universal monsters-Frankenstein , Dracula, 
Creature from Black Lagoon etc, UK release early 88, which is also when you can see PREDATOR 
and ROBOCOP, the latter of which is widely touted as one of the best genre pictures of recent 

years Vampires are certainly back in fashion, THE LOST BOYS has taken over where FRIGHT 

NIGHT left off in its tale of teenage bloodsuckers, and now David Puttnam has been given the 
elbow at Columbia, a sequel to the aforementioned FRIGHT NIGHT is an almost certainty. GRAVE- 
YARD SHIFT which we were going to review this issue, but did'nt think it deserved the space 
(no I did'nt like it!) is to be sequilized, and the director Gerard Cicorritti will take 
charge once more, talking of whom I've recently caught up with his earlier PSYCHO GIRLS which 
was escorted out of the country very sharpish by our censors, a demented tale of torture, look 
out for it in a future 'Splatter Spot'. Oh and still on vampires, Larry Cohen of course has 
just churned out A RETURN TO SALEM'S LOT, not to mention ISLAND GF THE ALIVE, but that's not 
a vamp film so forget I ever mentioned it! 

And finally, to round things off nicely, a heart-warming tale concerning the new edition of 
WHO'S WHO, amongst those dropped from the updated volume, and therefore not deemed important 
or famous enough to be a 'who' is one Mary Whitehouse. Now ain't that a shame? 
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
